In response to the Notice of Allowability dated October 21, 2004, Applicants respectfully 
submit the following Comments on Statement of Reasons for Allowance. 

Applicants thank Examiner David R. Vincent for allowing claims 43-80 in the above- 
identified patent application. The Examiner's reasons for allowance indicates that claims 43-80 
are allowable "since when reading the claims in light of the specification. . ." It is respectfully 
submitted that the written description, however, is not a substitute for, nor can it be used to 
rewrite, the chosen claim language. "Specifications teach. Claims claim." SRI Int'l v. Matsushita 
Flee. Corp. of Am .. 775 F.2d 1107, 1121 n.14 (Fed. Cir. 1985) (en banc). Though understanding 
the claim language may be aided by the explanations contained in the written description, it is 
important not to import into a claim limitations that are not a part of the claim. For example, a 
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particular embodiment appearing in the written description may not be read into a claim when 
the claim language is broader than the embodiment. Electro Med. Sys. V. Cooper Life ScL Inc . 
34 F.3d 1048, 1054 (Fed. Cir. 1994). 

Accordingly, Applicants respectfully submit that the scope of the allowed claims should 
not be limited by the comments for reasons of allowance in the Notice of Allowability. 
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
